WASfflNGTON,  Nov.  1&— (UPI)~The  NATO  Atlantic 
fleet  commander  said  today  that  Soviet  missile-firing  sub- 
marines will  be  able  to  launch  a significant  threat  against  NATO 
within  a year  and  a serious  threat  by  1963. 

Adm.  Jerauld  Wright,  Supreme  Allied  Commander  in  the 
Atlantic,  also  said  that  the  Soviets  “are  showing  an  increased 
interest  in  the  east  coast  of  North  America.”  He  did  not 
■ — elaborate.

Twenty-one  Suave  Underworld 
‘Rackets  Directors’  Face  Jury 

NEW’  YORK,  Nov.  18 — (UPI) — Twenty-one  men  sit  today 
in  a double  row  of  chairs  before  a marble  wall  in  a federal  court. 
Their  clothes  are  well  tailored,  their  fingernails  manicured, 
their  hafr  sleek,  their  faces  impassive. 

Among  them  is  a virtual  “board  of  directors”  of  the  rackets 
in  the  United  States.  Some  have  records  running  from  nar- 
cotics to  white  slavery,  assault  to  suspicion  of  murder. 

THE  GOVERNMENT  IS  trying  to  send  them  to  prison  for 
five  years.  It  is  one  of  the  biggest  federal  offensives  against 
the  underworld  since  the  late  A1  Capone  was  bagged  for  income 
tax  evasion. 

And,  as  in  that  case,  the  21  are  charged  with  none  of  the 
major  felonies  but  with  the  abstract  offense  of  “conspiring  to 
obstruct  justice.” 

THE  21  REPRESENT  one-third  of  a band  of  men  surprised 
on  Nov.  14,  1957,  at  the  hilltop  home  of  the  late  Joseph  Bar- 
bara, Sr.,  near  Apalachin,  N.  Y. 

The  government  charges  they  have  steadfastly  and  unani- 
mously refused  to  disclose  the  purpose  of  that  meeting  two 
years  ago. 

THEIR  STORY  IS  that  they  just  happened  to  drop  in  on 
their  ailing  friend,  Barbara.  It  was  quite  a coincidence.  They 
dropped  in  simultaneously  from  such  spots  as  Scranton,  Dallas, 
Miami,  Niagara  Falls,  Cleveland,  San  Gabriel,  Calif.,  and 
Phoenix.

WHEN  THE  CELLIST  first  ap- 
peared in  a few  U.  S.  cities  in 
the  spring  of  1956,  he  was  im- 
mediately hailed  by  critics  as 
‘one  of  the  foremost  cellists  of 
our  time.” 

A native  of  Baku,  Azerbaijan, 
and  winner  of  the  1951  Stalin 
Prize,  Rostropovich  was  appoint- 
ed at  the  age  of  29  to  the  post  of 
full  professor  at  the  Moscow 
Conservatory. 

HE  COMES  TO  America  as 
part  of  the  Cultural  Exchange 
program  between  United  States 
and  the  Soviet  Union. 

ALFRED  FRANKENSTEIN,  in 
the  San  Francisco  Chronicle, 
called  his  technique  “colossal.  " 
He  has  a “fiery,  tempermental, 
immensely  exhilarating  kind  of 
musicianship,”  added  the  Chron- 
icle. 

Playing  Monday  in  the  lyceum 
series  will  be  Hans  Richter-Haa- 
ser,  a distinguished  German  pi- 
anist whose  playing  has  been 
compared  to  that  of  Gieseking, 
Backhaus  and  Schnabel.

Wright  told  the  fifth  annual 
conference  of  NATO  parliamen- 
tarians, attended  by  lawmakers 
from  14  Allied  nations,  that  “we 
have  conclusive  evidence  to  sup- 
port both  of  his  statements. 

IN  VIEW  of  the  Soviet  sub- 
marine threat,  Wright  said,  “Wo 
are  taking  drastic  measures  to 
develop  and  improve  our  Atlan- 
tic anti-submarine  defenses.” 

He  noted  that  a new  defensive 
sea  command  had  been  set  up  ex- 
tending from  Newfoundland  to 
the  Caribbean  and  that  NATO 
planes  are  flying  daily  surveil- 
lance patrols.  A carrier  task 
force  also  is  maintained  contin- 
uously in  the  most  probable  sub- 
marine launch  areas,  he  added. 

WRIGHT  SAID  that  all  new 
anti-submarine  warfare  equip- 
ment developed  by  the  United 
States  and  needed  by  the  defen- 
sive forces  have  been  made  av- 
ailable to  the  NATO  fleet. 

Among  the  most  important,  he 
said,  were  nuclear  propelled 
submarines  assigned  to  NATO 
and  homing  torpedos  and  atomic 
depth  charges  made  available  to 
the  NATO  forces.

BOTH  MEN  have  a common 


belief  in  the  primacy  and  cen- 
trality of  truth,  Dr.  Hayward 
said.  They  also  agree  on  their 
attitude  towards  living  things. 

“The  principle  of  action  love” 
is  found  in  both  their  ethical 
systems,  the  speaker  said.  Both
